In places 
the clock of geologic time runs so fast, 
in fact, that we may, as it were, see 
the minute hand moving upon the dial. 

One of the most conspicuous places 
by which to illustrate this remark- 
able condition is the const-line of the 
southeastern United States from the 
Virginia capes to the Rio Grande. 
Here, as along every other coast-line 
on the face of the earth there is per- 
petual warfare between the land and 
the sea, with the wind as a shifting 
ally, now throwing its weight into the 
balance on the one side and now on 
the other. Here the land {s taking 
the offensive, driving the sea back 
foot by foot, always with the aid of 
the wind; there the sea assumes the 
offensive and eats its way landward 
slowly and laboriously, but none the 
less successfully. The varying for- 
tunes of this relentless and age-long 
war, which neither truce nor treaty 
will ever bring to an end, can be read 
in the shifting sands of the seashore. 
At many points along the coast of the 
Northeastern states are found bold 
cliffs, and the charging sea attacks 
them with the shot and shell of loose 


Shingle. Some of them, however, are 
adamant and impregnable in their 
frontal fortifications and hold out 


Against the sorest siege, but between 
them have occurred stretches of 
softer rock which have been literally 
pounded to dust by the ocean's heavy 
artillery, thus permitting flank attacks 
on the hitherto unconquered defenses. 

Along the southeastern coast, how- 
ever, the rock-bound cliff is the excep- 
tion and the long stretches of glitter- 
ing sand the rule. Here the sandy 
beach reaches out farther and far- 
ther into the sea, and the water is 
thus enabled to penetrate farther and 
farther into the land, because the at- 
tack of the sea is usually a frontal 
movement and that of the land fre- 
quently a wedge attack; thus we can 
account for the long, straight shore 
on the one hand and the spit on the 
other, 

Cape Henry’s Sand Dune. 

Cape Henry, Virginia, where the 
great Chesapeake bay empties into the 
Atlantic, is one of the most interest- 
ing points along the South Atlantic 
coast. It #fords an excellent oppor- 
tunity to study the battle royal be 
tween the sea, the winds and the 
sands, and it is remarkable also for 
the weird beauty of its storm-buffeted 
beach, extending in broken masses of 
sand as far as the eye can reach, 
picked out here and there along the 
land edge by gnarled and stunted 
trees, beach grass and hardy shrubs, 
which make a brave fight against the 
ever-encroaching enemy. 

At Cape Henry in 1791 was erected 
the first Highthouse built by the young 
United States government. After 
many years of faithful service the an- 
cient beacon gave way to a more pre- 
tentious structure, which was erected 
in 1881, but the old lighthouse stil! 
stands on Its great hill of sand and 
rock like a sentinel of a forgotten 
army ready to spring to arms when 
called. 

Stretching Inland behind the origi- 
nal lighthouse is a great dune, or 
rather a mountain of sand, which has

crest, stretching back into the country 
for several miles, covers an area of 
many acres, Slowly but surely the 
great mass of sand crystals is making 
its way toward the interior, 
pushed back inch by irch by the rest- 
less wind, and it is mercilessly engulf- 
ing a great pine forest. It is even 
rapidly filling up the Lynnhaven river, 
a small fresh-water stream famous for 
its oysters. 

Rockaway Beach, Long Island, 
grows westward at the rate of nearly 
a mile every twenty years. At Nag 
Head, North Carolina, the land has 
extended into the sea at the rate of 
35 feet a year. In 1804 Dr. Nathaniel 
Bowditch prepared a chart of Salem 
and Marblehead harbors, giving the 
soundings over various ledges of rock.

Ninety years later similar soundings 
were taken, and in all cases the water 
was found to be considerably deeper, 
once again telling the tale of endless 
warring. 

Retreat of the Shore Line. 

On the shore of Cape Cod, near 
Chatham, the land is retreating at the 
rate of a foot a year, and on the 
southern shore of Martha’s Vineyard 
it is giving up the fight to the enemy 
at the rate of three feet every twelve 
months, while on the southern face of 
Nantucket the retreat has been as 
much as six feet a year, the records 
tell us. 

From Portland, Me., to Cape Florida 
there is a fairly well-connected bar- 
rier of sand-reefs, all of them built up 
by the sea and its ally, the wind, from 
the material pounded from the shore- 
line by the waves. From Chesapeake 
bay to Biscayne bay, Florida, a dis- 
tance of 700 miles, there is a natural 
rampart of sand so continuous, fenc- 
{ng such an unbroken series of lagoons 
in from the sea, that It Ig possible to 
make the entire journey through in- 
land waters without exposure to the 
open sea. : 

In its incessant warfare against the 
land, the sea literally takes its cap- 
tured hosts and makes them do battle 
under its command. The boulders 
that are shattered from the face of a 
cliff are dashed up against it again 
and again, hammering others loose, 
the while being worn round and 
smooth as the projectiles of big guns 
must be. As the process goes on, these 
huge shells are worn down and 
crumbled until there remains nothing 
to tell the story of forced fighting 
against their own Stronghold save 
grains of sand on some distant beach 
or the soft carpet spread upon the 
floor of the sea many fathoms deep. 

The waves always find a most valu- 
able ally in the wind while their work 
of coast-line transformation goes on, 
The possibilities of the wind as a 
worker in conjunction with the waves 
are revealed when we consider that 
during a violent storm the air may 
hold in suspension as much as 126,000 
tons of sand to the cubic mile. This 
sand, driven hither and thither, finds 
a resting place soimewhere, and that 
resting place Is usually a dune along 
the shore. 

How Sand Dunes Are Made. 

A sand dune always has a humble 
beginning. A plece of wreckage cast 
up by the waves may start it, or any 
sort of obstacle lying upon the shore 
may cause it to come into being. Once 
started, the dune becomes a trap to 
catch sand in. It takes Its toll of 
every passing gust of wind, and thus 
continues to grow and grow. Often 
they keep advancing until they bury 
orchards, forests, and even buildings, 
like great drifts of srow. Along the 
coast of New Jersey one may see or- 
chards which have heen covered by 
wind-blown sand within the memory 
of man so that only the tops of the 
trees now protrude ebove the surface. 
It is not exceptional to see a forest 
invaded and sometimes even complete- 
ly buried. To watch the struggles of 
the trees against their encroaching 
enemy is one of the most remarkable 
sights of nature. As the sand rises 
around their trunks new roots are put 
out near the surface, and they con- 
tinne to fight their battle month in

The amount of money invested in 
the average farm automobile or truck 
justifies a substantial garage that will 
furnish adequate protection against 
weather, theft and fire.

PRACTICAL HINTS ON 
FIELDING FLY BALLS 


Player Should Not Try to Time 
Flight so as Barely to 
Make the Catch. 


(By CARL LUNDGREN, Baseball Coach, 
University of Illinois.) 


In fielding fly balls a player should 
get under the ball as fast as possible 
and should not try to time the flight 
so as barely to get to the ball. The 
reason for this is that if the man in 
question misjudges the direction and 
speed of the ball, if he gets there in 
plenty of time he will have an oppor- 
tunity to shift :o as still to get under 
it. 

In catching fly balls the fielders 
should learn to catch them with palins 
up or with the palms up and the 
thumbs together. The first is usually 
the safer method, but it is well to 
practice both. 

The following points should be con- 
sidered in catching fly balls: In run- 
ning to the spot where the ball will 
fall, run with the arnis at the side, 
sprinter fashion, as this is the best 
method of carrying the arms when 
running. That is, the hands should 
not be carried in the air in a position 
of readiness for catching the ball 
while the fielder is running. When 
the ball hits the glove the receiver's 
hands should be relaxed and should 
give a little with the impact of the 
ball against the glove. 

An outfielder should turn and run 
back as fast as he ean to cateh‘a ball 
over his head. He should not attempt 
to keep his eye on the ball while he 
ig running, as this will slow him up. 
It is a difficult matter to catch the fly

Compilation of the achievements of 
the men and women of the World war, 
and the establishment of a national 
historical archives for the preservation 
of documents and important data con- 
cerning the campaigns of the war, is 
the principal work which has fallen to 
the office of the national historian of 
| the American Legion.

Eben F. Putnam, of Wellesley Farms,

Through the state organ- 
ization, requests are made to the 
individual posts far names of organ- 
izers, dates, the officers since the char- 
tering of the unit, the progress in mem- 
bers annually, all of which points out 
definitely the leaders in that post. This 
information is in turn garnered by the 
department historian, executive com- 
mittee meetings and conferences.

than 20,000 boy scouts of Greater New 
York now have opportunity to become 
ofticial guardians of public safety. The 
new plan of co-operation is ealled 
“Boy Scout Safety Service” and has 
been inaugurated by the safety com- 
New York police depart- 
ment and the Boy Scouts of America. 

The duty of the scouts will be to lend 
direct aid to the police officers in the 
protection of life and in carrying out 
the city’s safety program. Before be- 
ing enrolled a scout must pledge him- 
self to work faithfully in promoting 
the objects of the service. He will 
then be officially designated as a hoy 
scout safety alde and will be entitled 
to wear a button bearing the words to 
that effect. 

At the public schools the scout 
troops will form special safety patrols 
and will have definite beats in all 
streets in the neighborhood of the 
school. The scouts will see that the 
children are safely escorted across the 
street at dismissal time and started on 
their way home. The scouts will also 
supervise playground activities during 
recesses. They will act as aides to 
the school nurse when need arises, and 
be prepared to render first aid in emer- 
gencies. Another duty will be to cor- 
rect, wherever possible, all unsafe con- 
ditions; removing dangerous broken 
glass, boards with nails protruding, 
banana skins, ete., will come under this 
work. All accidents, hazards such as 
dangling wires, unguarded manholes, 
bad holes in the pavement, open cel- 
larways, and loose overhanging ob- 
jects are to be reported to the property 
owners or police. 

The boy scout safety service has 
the firm backing of the deputy com- 
missioner of safety, the police com- 
missioner, the superintendent of edu- 
cation and the boy scout organization.
